Cloth  (unusual)  with  buckskin  border,  in  an  unusually 
well  drawn  design  in  pale  blue  and  magenta  beads  of  bal- 
anced flying  birds,  scrolls  and  formal  bell-flower  design ; 
fringed  lower  edge. 

Iroquois  Indian  Mask.  L.  11  ins. 

Carved  wood,  metal  eye  sockets,  horribly  twisted  mouth 
and  nose,  wrinkled  forehead ; the  whole  stained  or  painted 
deep  red  and  black. 

Iroquois  Medicine  Man’s  Charm  Bag  With  Four  Colored  Glass 
Bottles. 

Four  very  early  American  glass  bottles  in  turquoise  green 
amber  and  white,  sewed  into  a purple  pad  which  is  covered 
with  a beautiful  bead  netting  of  yellow  flame,  white  and 
blue;  from  which  depends  a beaded  net  plaque,  7x7.  There 
are  three  cloth  and  beaded  stoppers  to  the  bottles  (one  gone).

Buckskin,  with  sleeves,  round  neck  with  V panels  outlinei 
in  beads  and  leather  fringe;  wide  bead  bands  from  front  ti 
back  across  the  shoulders  in  fine  colors  in  formal  arrow  heai 
designs,  etc. ; similar  bands  down  each  sleeve,  and  attache* 
in  the  design  are  the  long  scalp  locks  taken  from  the  victims 
short  fringe.

Buckskin  as  a hood  with  holes  for  eyes,  beaded  border  ii 
mountain  pattern  in  colored  beads  on  white ; two  horns  at 
tached,  and  long  hanging  wool  strip  with  rows  of  wild  turkey 
feathers,  which  hangs  down  the  back.  L.  40  in.

31.  Apache  War  Drum.  H.  19  ins.;  Diam.  13  ins. 

Barrel  shape.  Rawhide  painted  in  deep  red  bands  stretchec 
by  means  of  raw  hide  thongs  over  barrel  form  of  oak 
unfinished.  Heavy  plaited  raw-hide  handle.  Very  fine  an< 
rare  war  drum. 

32.  Apache  Small  Ceremonial  Drum.  Diam.  7 ins. 

Bronze  concave  with  spiked  border  over  which  is  stretchet 
the  raw  hide. 

*Rare  form  of  drum  used  by  the  Apache  ‘‘Medicine”  Mai 
for  exorcising  the  Devil  from  out  the  sick  man. 

33.  Apache  Indian  Bonnet. 

Dressed  buckskin,  as  a hood,  a band  of  white  bead  worl 
across  the  front  with  “mountains”  in  blue  and  yellow  beads 
a row  of  fine  upright  feathers  of  the  wild  turkey  across  th< 
front,  and  a red  wool  strip  hanging  for  56  inches  down  thi 
back;  the  feathers  ingeniously  fitted  to  stand  out  at  righ 
angles.  The  top  of  the  hood  with  the  small  crimson  feather; 
of  the  red  bird. 
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*4.  Apache  Skull  Cracker.  L.  20  ins. 

Ovoid  quartzite  head,  held  with  raw-hide  bound  with  col- 
ored red  and  yellow  quill  work ; quill  work  loops  and  horse- 
hair plume  bead  and  quill  dangles ; beaded  head  and  tip. 

Old  Frontier  piece,  exceptional  merit.  The  stone  head 
shows  evidence  of  use. 

IS.  Apache  Indian  Provision  Bag,  Buckskin.  Size,  13x20  ins. 

For  War  Trail,  heavily  beaded  in  solid  panel  in  old  blue 
with  thunderbolt  ornaments  and  totem  designs  in  tans,  red, 
yellow,  green  and  black;  a wonderful  piece  of  bead  work  with 
beaded  side  panels  and  flap  of  same  design.  Trimmed  in 
horsehair  plumes  mounted  in  metal  “bells.”

Undressed  buckskin  fringed,  double  form  ; with  wide  shoul- 
der strap.

The  bow  wrapped  with  red  thin  braid  with  white  row  of 
beads  at  the  edges ; arrow  rest  wrapped  in  gut  and  gut  string. 

0.  Apache  Indian  Quiver.  L.  26  ins. 

Beaded  seams  and  tip ; wide  bead  band  at  bottom,  with 
arrow  head  and  mountain  forms  in  blue,  green,  yellow  and 
black  beads  ; six  inch  border  at  bottom  of  “slats”  covered  with 
gay  porcupine  quills  in  red,  green,  yellow  and  purple,  the 
design  co-ordinating,  and  leather  fringe. 

1.  Six  Apache  War  Arrows.  L.  24  ins. 

Steel  tipped  bevel  edges;  feathered  shafts.

2.  Six  Foot  Apache  Bow. 

Sinew  string. 

3.  Five  Apache  Buffalo  Arrows.  L.  25  ins. 

Iron  tipped,  feather  shafts. 
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44.  Apache  Indian  Painted  Pouch.  L.  14x7  ins. 

Large  and  long  envelope  shape  painted  in  bold  diamonc 
in  red,  blue  and  yellow ; the  flap  serrated  and  painted,  bucl 
skin  ties. 

45.  Apache  Winter  Coat.  28x19  ins..  Not  Including  Sleeves. 

Yellow  dyed  buckskin  coat,  lined  with  unbleached  muslii 
with  a standing  collar,  in  imitation  of  an  officer’s  tunic; 
inch  buckskin  fringe  decorating  the  seams.  Handsome  al 
over  decoration  with  narrow  bands  of  red,  white  and  blu 
beads,  and  double  spear  head  diamond  shaped  beade 
lozenges. 

46.  Apache  Indian  Quiver.  L.  28  ins. 

Beaded  top  edge  and  narrow  beaded  band  from  top  to  bol 
tom,  with  a wide  band  of  beads  at  the  base,  ending  in  narrov 
bands  of  colored  quills  for  3^4  inches,  and  8 inch  rawhid 
fringe. 

47.  Apache  Indian  Quiver.  L.  35  ins. 

Beaded  top  edge,  wide  beaded  band  at  the  bottom,  endinj 
with  a band  of  colored  quills  for  7 inches,  and  13  inch  raw 
hide  fringe. 

48.  Rare  Winter  Boots  or  High  Moccasins  of  the  Old  Apaches. 

Tanned  yellow  deerhide,  with  dark  brown  sole,  tipped  witl 
white  deerhide ; a “cuff”  of  the  same  near  the  tops  with  ; 
leather  mosaic  design  on  the  edge  and  down  the  front ; havin; 
inside  the  “stockings”  or  house  boots  of  hide. 

*A  remarkable  and  very  rare  pair. 

49.  Apache  Indian  Spoon.  L.  11  ins. 

Colored  porcupine  quill  bands  on  handle,  in  red,  blue,  an< 
purple,  with  metal  dangles  and  pale  green  horse  hair  plume! 
or  tassels ; Apache  Moccasins,  for  a child,  tongue  fringed 
stained  red  and  with  beaded  guard.  (2). 

50.  Apache  Indian  Moccasins.  L.  10  ins. 

White  beaded  field  with  formal  color  designs,  including 
“Spearheads”  of  apple  green  beads. 
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Large  Size  Apache  Moccasins.  L.  12  ins. 

Very  fine  all  over  beading,  in  large  cross  of  yellow,  black 
and  white,  with  red  line  border  on  a green  field  tongue  shape; 
bordered  with  conventional  color  designs  in  white  beads. 

Apache  Moccasins.  L.  11  ins. 

Large  size ; fine  all  over  beading  in  white  squared  off  by 
red  “seed”  beads ; the  borders  showing  crosses  in  yellow  and 
red. 

Apache  Arm  Band.  W.  6 ins. 

Undressed  buckskin,  beaded  band  top  and  bottom  ending 
in  fringe  covered  with  red,  blue  and  purple  quill  work,  with 
metal  “bell  tipped”  horsehair  fringe  or  tassels. 

Apache  War  Club.  L.  36  ins. 

A ball  of  granite  finished  smoothly,  is  held  by  rawhide 
strips  stained  crimson,  which  also  cover  the  long  handle, 
pierced  at  the  end  for  a rawhide  wrist  strap. 

Pair  of  Apache  Buckskin  Leggins.  L.  26  ins. 

Bordered  with  band  of  white  and  colored  beads  in  a “moun- 
tain” design  in  colors,  leather  fringe  with  bells. 

Apache  Hunting  Moccasins.  L.  9 ins. 

Soft  yellow  thick  buckskin  with  cross  on  toe  in  two  tones 
of  blue  and  white;  pair  Apache  Woman’s  Moccasins,  beaded 
in  white  ribbon  lines  with  colored  diamonds.  (2  pr.). 

Apache  Knife  Belt.  L.  34  ins. 

Plaited  rawhide,  inch-wide  with  native  made  brass  knuckle. 

Sioux  Medicine  Man’s  Incantation  Head  Dress. 

A rare  and  interesting  Indian  relic  closely  associated  with 
the  witchery  practiced  by  the  Medicine  Man.  The  basis  is  a 
raw-hide  pad,  7x5,  across  the  front  of  which  is  a thickly 
beaded  crescent  in  black,  blue,  red  and  white,  from  the  tips 
of  which  dangle  red  feathers.  Perched  over  the  middle,  like 
Poe’s  Raven,  is  a grotesque  and  horrible  bird  form  made  with 
hooked  beak  (the  bulging  eyes  large,  round  brass  buttons), 
the  body  made  of  every  kind  of  ragged  tail  feather  that  grows, 
guarded  by  stiff  bunches  of  yellow  and  brown  feathers. 
Pendant  on  either  side  the  face  are  red  wool  streamers,  a yard 
long  sewed  with  turkey  tail  feathers  and  lined  with  a gayly 
woven  wool  strip  with  thick  plaited  ends  (for  tieing  under 
the  chin)  ; a feather  flat  strip  hangs  down  the  back. 

*A  remarkable  and  genuine  Indian  piece. 
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Medicine  Man’s  Bag  of  the  Sioux  Indians.  10x10  ins. 

Fringed;  red  quill  ground  with  cruciform  design  and  cor  . 
ner  squares  in  white ; beaded  seam  and  edge ; the  reverse  ii  >i 
lines  of  red  quills  and  little  green  feathers ; buckskin  fringe 
*An  unusual  piece  of  quill  work  and  a very  rare  piece. 

60.  Pair  Sioux  Moccasins.  Large  Size.  L.  13  ins. 

Soft  buckskin  with  an  autumn  leaf  pattern  in  colored  quil 
work.

61.  Sioux  Tobacco  Pouch.  L.  20  ins. 

Fine,  bold  maltese  crosses  in  blue,  black  and  white  beads  i 
wide  bead  bottom  border  and  pointed  fringed  tab  with  beat 
edge. 

62.  Sioux  Indian  Bow.  L.  44  ins. 

Hickory,  double  curve ; decoration  of  three  bands  of  col- 
ored porcupine  quills  ; sinew  bow-string. 

63.  Three  Sioux  Bone-Headed  Arrows.  L.  27  ins. 

Painted  and  feathered  shafts. 

64.  Navajo  Gourd.  L.  8 ins. 

Bead  covered  gourd  with  handle  and  stopper,  decorated  in 
serrated  pattern,  with  alternate  bands  of  white,  shaded  red 
and  green  bands.  Ceremonial  piece. 


65.  Engraved  Gourd.  H.  8 ins. 

Old  Navajo  work.  Made  for  Col.  Menton,  whose  name  is 
on  it,  with  birds,  leaves,  etc. 


66.  Old  Indian  Flask,  Probably  Navajo  or  Dacotah.  L.  9x8. 

Presumably  for  powder,  made  of  wood,  leather  covered; 
trimmed  with  gay  bead  and  wampum  fringe ; bead  and  metal 
dangles. 

*Very  old  and  very  rare. 

67.  Two  Navajo  Spindles.  L.  10  ins. 

For  spinning  wool,  with  red  clay  circular  weights,  deco- 
rated with  black  bands.  (2). 


68.  Navajo  Indian  Silver  Spoon.  L.  6 ins. 

Silversmith  work,  swastika  at  finial  and  handle  ornamented 
with  arrows. 

*Fine  speciman. 

69.  Painted  Navajo  War  Drum.  Diam.  14  ins.;  H.  10  ins. 

Rawhide  stretched  on  sides  of  unfinished  hickory  (prob- 
ably) drawn  taut  by  means  of  a raw-hide  plaiting.  Plaited 
raw-hide  handles. 

The  top  having  an  Indian  painting  of  a Brave  and  his 
Squaw. 

70.  Navajo  Ceremonial  Dance  Rattle.  L.  8 ins. 

Made  of  12  bits  of  dried  raw-hide  tied  to  a stick. 

71.  Ancient  Navajo  Sacrificial  Vessel.  H.  3 in*. 

A silver  mounted  gourd;  the  silver  is  crude  native  silver 
mixed  with  gold ; it  holds  the  small  painted  gourd  as  a bowl 
on  three  legs  with  paw  feet,  bands  of  the  same  guard  it  either 
side  with  rim  of  silver  having  two  modelled  birds  of  paradise 
on  the  rim,  another  in  flight  forms  the  tip  of  the  handle. 

*Very  rare  and  curious. 

72.  Indian  Silver  Mounted  Raw  Hide  Quirt.  L.  27  ins. 

“The  workmanship  is  exquisite.  It  is  hardly  conceivable 
that  rawhide  could  be  braided  finer  than  the  finest  thread.” 
It  is  of  Navajo  Indian  workmanship,  and  the  handle  is  of 
native  silver,  hammered  in  a scroll  relief. 

?3.  Navajo  Bowl  Basket.  Diam.  14  ins. 

Finely  and  firmly  woven,  with  irregular  brown  designs 
throughout. 

'4.  Navajo  Berry  Picker’s  Basket.  Diam.  11  ins. 

A shallow  tray  in  old  red  and  straw  color  designs,  ending 
in  a small  peak  at  the  bottom  by  which  it  is  carried.

Fine  blade  with  sharply  tapered  edge,  thicker  at  the  point 
socket  signed  on  two  sides,  black  wood  scabbard ; shaft  miss- 
ing and  tip  of  blade  broken  off. 
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422.  Indian  Scimetar.  L.  35  ins. 

Iron  hilt  inlaid  with  gold.  Pommel  engraved  as  a parrot’s 
head;  on  the  grip,  two  men,  and  palm  trees.  Gold  inlaid 
blade,  with  Arabic  inscription.

One  side  entirely  covered  with  Persian  inscriptions. 
Damascened  steel.  Bone  handle  with  two  bosses,  like  a 
Cossack  knife,  thick  straight  blade  with  double  blood  drip.

All  metal.  The  hilt  inlaid  with  silver.  Thick  blade  with 
ribbed  back,  shaped  like  a carving  knife,  and  razor  sharp, 
the  point  thickened,  for  piercing  armor.  Needs  cleaning,  but 
a handsome  weapon. 

425.  Tulwar  or  East  Indian  Sabre.  L.  34  ins. 

Broad  curving  blade,  small  grip,  for  Oriental  hands,  and 
round  flat  pommel.  Entire  hilt  one  piece  of  wrought  iron. 

426.  Highland  Officer’s  Claymore.  L.  36  ins. 

Nickeled  scabbard  and  basket  hilt,  lined  with  red  cloth, 
straight  double  edged  blade,  needs  cleaning.  Wire  loose  on 
leather  grip.  Period  1890. 

427.  American  Presentation  Sabre.  L.  36  ins. 

Ivory  grip.  Straight  brass  quillons,  and  eagle  pommel. 
Brass  scabbard,  battered,  complete  with  russet  leather  waist 
belt. 

428.  American  Presentation  Sword.  L.  34  ins. 

Ivory  grips,  one  missing,  brass  hilt,  eagle  pommel.  Straight 
engraved  blade.  Needs  cleaning. 

429.  Naval  Officer’s  Sword.  L.  32  ins. 

Fine  blade  with  wide  groove,  head  of  Washington  on  each 
side  of  pommel,  large  eagle  on  the  guard,  brass  mounted,  tAvo 
side  plates  on  grip  and  scabbard  missing. 

430.  Fine  U.  S.  A.  Officer’s  Sword.  L.  36  ins. 

Fine  double  edged  blade,  covered  with  engraving  for  half 
the  length  of  blade,  on  both  sides,  reeded  ivory  grip,  brass 
helmet  shape  pommel,  and  guard  with  eagle  and  flag,  chain 
attached  to  hilt.

Varnished  oak  staff.  Pear-shaped  blade,  3 ins.  wide.  A 
deadly  weapon  at  close  quarters. 

434.  18th  Century  Spontoon.  L.  68  ins. 

A short  pike  carried  by  Sergeants  and  Ensigns  about  the 
time  of  the  Revolution.  A symbol  of  authority. 

435.  Straight  Philippine  Sword.  L.  30  ins. 

An  extremely  interesting  sword,  having  an  old  Spanish 
hilt,  with  guard  modeled  on  a Roman  pattern,  and  a well 
modeled  bronze  statuette  of  a negress  for  a pommel.  Blade 
rusted.  In  leather  sheath. 

436.  Philippine  Sword.  L.  32  ins. 

Converted  from  an  old  sabre  or  cutlass.  Leather  scabbard 
with  thong.  Bone  handle  carved  as  a dog’s  head.  Needs 
cleaning. 

437.  Officer’s  Civil  War  Cavalry  Sabre.  L.  41  ins. 

Made  by  Tiffany  & Co.  Wrought  iron  guard.  Needs 
cleaning. 

438.  Cavalry  Sabre.  L.  41  ins. 

Single  band  brass  guard,  brass  mounted  leather  scabbard. 
Thick  curving  blade.  Needs  cleaning.  Period,  1815. 

439.  U.  S.  Civil  War  Cavalry  Sabre.  L.  39  ins. 

Metal  scabbard,  brass  hilt.  Mark:  LT.  S.  1862,  and  D.  J. 
Millard,  Clayville,  N.  Y.

442.  U.  S.  Navy  Cutlass.  L.  34  ins. 

Date,  1862,  Chicopee,  Mass.  Brass  hilt,  cup  of  guard  miss- 
ing. Short  curving  blade,  for  hand  to  hand  fighting. 

443.  U.  S.  Naval  Officer’s  Sword.  L.  36  ins. 

Brass  hilt,  sharkskin  grip,  needs  cleaning.  Period,  1880-90. 

444.  Two  Enfield  Bayonets. 

Early  type  sword  bayonets,  solid  brass  hilts,  straight  quil- 
lons  double  edge,  like  Roman  swords.  Period,  1860. 

444a.  U.  S.  Foot  Artillery  Sword.  L.  25  ins. 

A short,  heavy  double  edged  sword,  modeled  after  a Roman 
centurion’s.  Solid  brass  hilt,  leather  scabbard,  brass 
mounted.  Made  by  H.  P.  Ames,  Springfield,  1835.  In  good 
condition. 

445.  U.  S.  Foot  Artilleryman’s  Sword.  L.  25  ins. 

Another  similar,  without  scabbard,  and  rusted. 

446.  Foot  Artillery  Sword. 

Probably  American,  but  only  mark,  S.  & H.  Modeled 
after  a Roman  sword,  solid  brass  hilt,  S shaped  quillons, 
thick  straight  blade,  single  edge.  Period,  1830. 

447.  Fine  16th  Century  Halberg.  L.  71  ins. 

Leaf-shaped  blade  terminating  to  a fine  point,  and  en- 
graved on  both  sides  with  a flower  design,  nicely  shaped  axe 
in  perforated  design  of  a lion  and  engraved  foliage,  fine  shaft 
of  wood  in  bands,  end  of  shaft  pointed  and  steel  mounted.
